watching the sturdily-built matter- 
of-fact business-like man, who had 
been advertised as the renowned 
evangelist, Moody. I was greatly 
impressed by his intensity, and 
many a time as I lay there, I said 
in my heart, “Oh, how glad I 
would be if I could some day reach 
great throngs of people with the 
gospel in the way that man is do- 


ing.” 
I remember so well one night 
Mr. Moody asked all who were 


sure they were converted to stand 
on their feet. He kept them stand- 
ing while the ushers gave an es- 
timate of the number who had ris- 
en. They were reported to be be- 
tween five and six thousand. Then 
Mr. Moody asked all who had 
come to Christ before they were 
fifteen years of age to sit down. 
To my amazement, fully two-thirds 
of that great throng dropped to 
their seats. Then he said, “All 
who became Christians before you 
were twenty, sit down.” Less than 
one-half of those left standing re- 
mained on their feet. Then he re- 
quested all who were saved under 
thirty to sit down, and another 
great company took their seats. 
So it went on, those under forty, 
under fifty, and by that time there 
were perhaps not twenty people 
still standing: It was one of the 
most striking testimonies I have 
ever seen of the fact that the great 
majority of people are saved in 
early youth, and very few indeed 
ever turn to God after they have 
passed the one-half century. 

What stupendous folly then for 
any one with whom the Spirit is 
now pleading to say, “When I get 
old, it will be a more convenient 
season. Let me alone now, Holy 
Spirit of God; come back to me 
when my hair is white, my step is 
infirm, my eyes are dim, and my 
nerves shattered, and my whole 
body has become decrepit and in- 
firm.”

Every day 
that you live, you are adding to 
the number of your transgressions. 


Suppose that you only commit

3. In the third place, consider, 
God will never be more ready to 
save you than He is now. He has 
manifested His love to the fullest 
extent in sending His only begot- 
ten Sen to be the propitiation for 
our sins. He has given His Holy 
Spirit to convince of sin, righteous- 
ness, and judgment. He has sent 
His messengers out into all the 
world with the gospel proclama- 
tion. Everywhere they go they are 
instructed to cry, “All.things are 
ready! Come!” Do you not see that 


you are insulting God when you 
coldly turn away and say, “I 
intend to accept the invitation 
some day but not now.

4. Lastly, let me affectionately 
remind you that the gospel will 


never be more efficacious to bring 
peace to your weary heart than 
now. The blood of Christ will nev- 
er avail to any greater extent than 
at this present moment to cleanse 
your conscience from every stain 
of sin and make you perfectly fit 
for the presence of God. The work 
of the cross is finished.

People in 
David's day used to call the place 
of prayer the “secret place.” “For 
in the time of trouble he shall hide 
me in his pavilion: in the secret 
of his tabernacle shall he hide me” 
(Ps. 27:5). “His secret is with the 
righteous” (Prov. 3:32). Abraham 
had knowledge and power which 
the men of his time never knew. 

Jacob arose from the night at 
sethel with a patience and a 
strength that carried him through 
the trials of forty years. He was 
able to overcome a cunning father- 
in-law. He was able to destroy the 
enemies of God. Moses came down 
from the Mount and his face shone 
with the light of glory so that the 
people could not look upon him. He 
was in the secret place with God 
and God revealed His glory and 
power to him. It would scare some 
preachers, deacons and Sunday 
School teachers within an inch of 
their lives if God were to ever call 
them into His secret place. You 
will never be invited to come into 
this secret place of the Lord until 
you have by communion with the 
Father entered into the secret of 
His presence. 

He that is willing to do God’s 
will, to him will open wider ave- 
nues of service. If we are willing 
to follow God’s plan, He reveals it 
to us. Greater blessings will come 
our way as we humbly obey Him. 
Such conduct on our part may be 
known as following His leadings, 
and this is the significance of what 
is prescribed as our duty, namely, 
living and walking in the Spirit.

Malla Moe Dies 


Malla Moe, Africa’s best-known 
missionary, is with the Lord. Tens 
ot thousands of Africans whom she 
loved and served mourn her death 
October 16 at Bethel Mission Sta- 
tion in Swaziland, South Africa, 
where she lived during most of her 
61 years in Africa. Malla Moe’s 
mame has already gone down in 
religious annals with the great 
soul winners and _ “missionary 
statesmen of the century. It has 
been said of her, “Without a 
doubt there is no missionary who 
has spoken to so many the words: 


in Africa 


‘Are you a Christian? Will you 
accept Christ as your personal 
Saviour?’”’’ Until she was con- 


fined to her own home during the 


past few years, Malla _ travelled 
constantly by foot and by her 
donkey-drawn “gospel wagon” 


throughout Swaziland taking the 
Gospel to villages where it had 
not before penetrated. She gave 
all she acquired to feed, clothe 
and train her native Africans. 

‘Shortly after she came _ to 
America from Norway where she 
was born on September 12, 1863, 
Malla Moe was inaé_e meeting 
where evangelist D. L. Moody 
was preaching. During the invita- 
tion Moody walked down to her 
and said, ‘“‘Are you a Christian?” 
When she replied, ‘Yes,’ he placed 
his hand on her shoulder and said, 
“Then you better get going to win

imparted to her by D. L. Moody, 
Fredrik Franson, founder of The 
Evangelical Alliance Mission, en- 
couraged her to go to Africa.

body of little Bobby Greenlease, a 
bullet through his head, two front 
teeth knocked out. Later the kid- 
mnappers confessed that they had 
dug the grave even before the kid- 
napping, intended to murder the 
boy, and take the ransom without 
returning him. 

Car!.Austin Hall had a well-to- 
do father in a Kansas town, in- 
herited $200,000, wasted it in 
gambling, drunkenness, vice, and 
dope. Then he turned to burglary, 
served a term in the penitentiary, 
was paroled. Mrs. Bonnie Brown 
Heady had previously been charged 
with murder, then had lived a 
quiet married life, was divorced, 
then became a drunkard, lived in 
sin with Hall. She helped Hall plan 
the kidnapping, helped him take 
the boy out on a country road in 
Kansas where Hall knocked out 
two of the six-year-old lad’s teeth 
with his fist and then shot him 
through the head. 


Now these two murderers, kid- 
Mappers, extortioners await trial 
under the national Lindbergh Law 
and probable death in the gas 
chamber.

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of the kidnapping and murder of 
little Bobby Greenlease, and the 
extortion of money from his par- 
ents. The last thing they would 
want to do would be to encourage 
such crime. Yet they have culti- 
vated an attitude of class hate, a 
spirit of envy and mistrust and 
hatred of the rich, which, no doubt, 
had a part in this crime. 

Christians, then, ought to stop 
and consider whether or not they 
have been guilty of this class ha- 
tred which turns out kidnappers 
and murderers who think nothing 
of causing heartache and trouble 
to a rich man. 

On this matter, let us consider 
a clear warning from the Word 
of God in Exodus 23:2, 3: 


“Thou shalt not follow a 
multitude to do evil; neither 
shalt thou speak in a cause to 
decline after many «to wrest 
judgment: Neither shalt thou 
countenance a poor man in his 
cause.” 

There is much in the Bible 
against the oppression of the poor, 
and blessed rewards are promised 
those who are kind to the poor. 
But we are equally warned not to 
follow the multitude, not to follow 
after the crowd, and not to “coun- 
tenance a poor man in his cause.”’ 

Anybody who puts the poor man 
before the rich man sins just as 
much as he who puts the rich 
man before the poor man. If it is 
right to take twenty per cent in- 
come from a poor man, then it is 
right to take only twenty per cent 
income from the rich man. If it is 
wrong to seize the property of the 
poor, it is equally wicked to seize 
the property of the rich, though 
by legal means, to give it to 
others. 

The politician who plays up to 


the poor and rouses a multitude 


in sentiment against “big  busi- 
ness,” against wealthy men, 
against management is not only 
un-American in his attitude, but 
unChristian. 

Again in Leviticus 19:15, God’s 
Word says, “Ye shall do no un- 
righteousness in judgment: thou 
Shalt not respect the person of 
the poor, nor honour the person 
of the mighty: but in righteous- 
ness shalt thou judge thy neigh- 
bor.” 


Here again the sin of class hate 
is forbidden. It is unrighteous to 
respect the person of the -poor, 
just as it is unrighteous to honor 
the person of the mighty. It would 
be wrong to care more for the 
heartbreak of that little mother 
in Kansas City than for the poor 
mother. It is equally a sin to care 
less for her heartbreak than for 
the heartbreak of a poor mother 
whose child is taken from her. One 
of the greatest dangers to America 
is the class distiction and the 
class hatred arounsed by socialistic 
leaders; politicians who set far- 
mers against the rest of the people 
and make farmers think they 
ought to be supported by taxation 
by other people; labor leaders who 
put labor against management. 
Anybody who takes a position as a 
farmer against other classes, who 
takes the position as a laborer 
above other classes, who takes a 
position as a poor person against 
the rich people, has an un- 
American and an_ unChristian 
viewpoint which holds great dan- 
ger for the future of America.

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take a position as representing all 
Americans and working for the 
good of the nation, not for any 
particular class as against other 
classes. 


It would be good for us to re- 
member that some of the great- 
est men in the Bible were rich. 
Abraham had great riches (Gen. 
13:2). David went from poverty 
to wealth. Solomon was the rich- 
est man in ancient times. Job was 
tremendously wealthy. All of these 
men are held up as models of 
virtue, as great servants of God. 
In the New Testament, Joseph of 
Arimathaea, who lent his tomb 
hewn out in the rock for the body 
of the dear Saviour He loved, was 
a rich man. 


The simple truth is that wealth 
is usually earned by hard work, 
by long hours, by thrift, by de- 
pendability and good character. 
Ordinarily the man who makes 
more money earns more, and the 
man who acquires wealth ought to 
be honored for good citizenship. 


Nothing is clearer in the Bible 
than that the man who gets wealth 
usually does it by God’s blessing. 

In Psalm 112:1, 3, we are told, 
“Blessed is the man that feareth 
the Lord. . . . Wealth and riches 
shall be in his house... .” 

Ecclesiastes 5:19 and 6:2 say 
plainly that God gives riches and 
wealth. 

In Proverbs 10:22 we are told 
that, “The blessing of the Lord, 
it maketh rich. . .” In the book 
of Proverbs, spiritual Wisdom is 
personified, and we are told, “In 
her left hand (are) riches and 
honour’”’~ (Prov. 3:16). The same 
thing is restated in Proverbs 8:18. 

Compare the two men, Robert 
Greenlease, millionaire Cadillac 
automobile dealer, and Carl Austin 
Hall, the poor man. One should 
not side with Greenlease because 
he is rich, and one should not 
side with Hall because he is_ poor. 
But all honest people ought to 
prefer the honorable, hard-work- 
ing, decent citizen Greenlease, who 
has earned his money, who has 
given employment to others, who 
bas helped good causes, above the 
prolifigate, gambling; whoremon- 
ger, drunkard, and dope-user. Carl 
Hall. Hall once had over $200,000 
and wasted it in gambling, in 
drunkenness, in association with 
harlots and criminals. He has 
caused only heartache and trouble. 
Those who favor that kind of poor 
man instead of an honorable and 
decent rich man are guilty of 
great sin. Let us all examine our 
hearts and make sure that the 
bitter sin of envy and hatred of 
those who have more than we have 
does not come in to make a mock- 
ery of our claim to follow Christ 
and to be good Americans. 

Let every Christian parent teach 
his children, let every teacher 
show her pupils, let every states- 
man remind his constituents, how 
much America owes to -the -rich 
patriot who largely financed the 
American Revolution, to the rich 
steel man who sprinkled American 
towns and cities with Carnegie 
libraries; to rich geniuses like 
Henry Ford who gave jobs to mul- 
tiplied thousands and put luxuries 
of life within the reach’ of laborers. 
Let us thank God for wealthy 
people who have endowed our 
great colleges, universities, and 
museums and have built our hos- 
pitals. Let us thank God for the 
industrialists who work longer 
hours than laborers, who save and 
scrimp, invest, supervise and make 
jobs for millions of other workers. 
Let’s give everybody their honest 
due, and help break down this 
wicked envy, prejudice, and hate 
toward those who may have more 
of this world’s goods than we have. 
Mr. and Mrs. Greenlease were 
honest, good Americans. Their 
hearts have been broken by an in- 
excusable and horrible’ crime. 
Those who encourage class hate 
will have to give an account to 
God for the sentiment which 
makes possibilities such crimes. 


Il. The Futility, Danger, and 
Temptation of Wealth 


A woman, commenting on the 
death of little Bobby Greenlease, 
said, “What a pity for the child 
to die when he would have in- 
herited all that money!” She as- 
sumed, so _ foolishly, that the 
wealth would have meant great 
happiness. On the contrary, the 
case of little Bobby Greenlease, 
his tortured father and mother, 
and his monstrous murderers, goes 
to illustrate most painfully and 
emphatically the danger, futility, 


and temptation inherent in wealth. 

How often the Bible warns 
about the danger and temptations 
of wealth. Read these solemn 
words: 
“For we brought nothing into 
this world, and it is certain we 
can carry nothing out. And hav- 
ing food and raiment let us be 
therewith content. But they that 
will be rich fall into temptation 
and a snare, and tnto many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, which 
drown men in destruction and 
perdition, For the love of money 
is the root of all evil: which 
while some coveted after, they 
have erred from the faith, and 
pierced themselves through with 
many sorrows.”—I Tim, 6:7-10. 
We do not wonder that in Psalm 
62:10 we have the solemn warn- 
ing, “If riches increase, set not 
your heart upon them.” Again we 
are commanded, “Labour not to 
be rich: cease from thine own 
wisdom. Wilt thou set thine eyes 
upon that which is not? for riches 
certainly make themselves wings; 
they fly away as an eagle toward 
heaven” (Prov. 23:4, 5). 

Consider the danger and trouble 
which riches brought to Robert 
Greenlease and his wife. Because 
of his riches; his little boy was 
selected for kidnapping and mur- 
der. Every rich man and woman 
is a target for every unscrupulous 
promoter, every confidence man. 
Wealth brings with it the envy 
and the spite of those who have 
less. Ask Colonel Lindbergh about 
the dangers of wealth which 
caused his little son to be kidnap- 
ped and killed, too. 


Every person of wealth must 
face the constant misunderstand- 
ing, the envy and cupidity of those 
around him. A rich man complain- 
ed to me that he did not know 
whether he had one true friend 
in the world. He had many who 
hung about him, hoping to profit 
from him, but how many were his 
genuine friends? Another wealthy 
man told me sadly that many a 
preacher called upon him to ask 
for money for his church, but that 
no one took time to inquire about 
his immortal soul, or to pray with 
him about his burdens. 


If some man reads this who has 
to struggle to make ends meet, 
but who has a happy family and 
ordinary health and plenty to eat, 
and his little ones safely tucked 
in the bed at night, let him thank 
God that he does not have the 
constant danger and trouble that 
wealth brings with it. 

Consider what wealth did for 
Carl Austin Hall. His father was 
a prominent attorney, active in 
the Presbyterian church, greatly 
respected in his community. The 
father died, leaving Carl Austin 
Hall the accummulation of a life- 
time of hard work—some $200,000 
worth of property. Alas, here 
wealth proved a curse, as it often 
is when it comes without toil. The 
young man had never worked; now 
he resolved he never would. He 
could not wait to get his hands 
on his inheritance. Farms were 
sold, then the family home, and 
every penny was spent by the 
extravagent wastrel. The money 
went for gambling, for drinks, 
went to prostitutes, was dissipated 
in extravagent tips. In a few short 
years the money was all gone. But 
it had left its fatal mark upon 
Carl Austin Hall. It had spoiled 
him. He had no taste for simple 
virtues and for honorable plea- 
sures. He despised work. It is not 
known that he ever earned an 
honest dollar. He set out in a 
career of burglary, but soon landed 
in prison. He was paroled, but al- 
ready he was planning the “master 
crime.” 


Does anybody believe that 
wealth was good for Carl Austin 
Hall? What did he get out of the 
money wasted in nights of dis- 
sipation? He got drunkenness and 
the implacable dope habit, the 
society of harlots and criminals, 
and now, at thirty-four, he faces 
death in the gas chamber, a de- 
spised murderer. 

Let us be warned from the case 
of Carl Austin Hall that “riches 
certainly make themselves wings; 
they fly away as an eagle toward 
heaven.” The Proverb, “A fool and 
his Money are soon parted,” is 
certainly true. 

The possession of money is ia 
great danger even to the one who 
earns it honestly, the one who, by 
great integrity and virtue has 
saved it, invested it, used it. But 
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money inherited by one who did 
not have the discipline of earning 
it is nearly always an unrelieved 
eurse. How thankful to God I 
ought to be that my children must 
work their way through college, 
that I have no estate for them! 
By God's grace I am seeing that 
they have a good education, that 
they are well developed, hardwork- 
ing Christians, that they have the 
mature Christian character to 
‘face life. That is far better than 
if I could leave each of them a 
million @ollars. For the money 
would almost certainly prove .a 
curse and not a blessing. 


The spending of unearned money 
is one of the greatest tests human 
character may experience. Why 
should we trust a man to control 
the budget of the United States 
who has gone bankrupt in a little 
haberdashery shop in Kansas City? 
And it is not surprising that an- 
other man, who made a failure 
in every business enterprise he 
ever entered, ran the federal gov- 
ernment into debt billions upon 
billions of dollars when he was 
president. No man is safe to spend 
money who has not earned money. 
That is one of the inherent weak- 
nesses of socialism. A bureaucrat 
always is wasteful and inefficient 
as compared with private enter- 
prise. A successful businessman 
will always handle business much 
more efficiently than a politician 
elected to office to handle other 
people’s money. 

Let every reader solemnly con- 
sider what a curse his money may 
be for his children! How much 
better it would be for you who 
have means, if 
spent now while you live in getting 
out the Gospel, in winning people 
to Christ, than to leave it to 
damn your children! 


And how futile it is to expect 
money to bring happiness! I dare 
say that Mrs. Robert Greenlease 
today would most gladly give up 
her mansion, give up the luxuries 
that earned income has. brought, 
if only she could have her six- 
year-old boy in her arms again 
tonight! No wonder Mr. Green- 
lease gladly gave up $600,000 in 
cash on the bare possibility of 
getting his little boy back again 
well and sound. He was cheated 
by the infamous murderers and 
kidnappers, but he well knew that 
money could not satisfy the ache 
in his heart. He wanted his little 
boy. 

These two, we have heard, are 
Catholics, not Protestants, as I 
am. They are rich, and I am not 
often called to associate with rich 
people. They live in Kansas City; 
I live far away in Wheaton. But 
I would give much tonight if I 
could sit in their home and be of 
some comfort to them, telling of 
the love of the Lord Jesus, telling 
of the peace of heart that one 
may find. in Him alone, telling 
them of the glad assurance that 
they can meet little Bobby in 
Heaven if they put their trust in 
Jesus Christ. Oh, let every reader 
bear in mind that money cannot 
cure the ills of the heart, cannot 
Satisfy the longings that rise in 
the human breast! Money cannot 
Satisfy, cannot make one happy, 
cannot bring rest in soul! But, 
thank God, a personal faith in 
Jesus Christ can bring that peace. 


Consider how wicked is covet- 

Ousness! No wonder. the Bible 
speaks of “covetousness, which is 
idolatry” (Col. 3:5). and the Scrip- 
ture says that the love of money 
is the root of every kind of evil. 
’ Mrs. Bonnie Brown Heady has 
told someone that she thinks she 
may get twenty years in the peni- 
tentiary, that for good behaviour 
this may be shortened to seven 
years, and then, at forty-eight, 
she hopes to still have some time 
to live with money. She said, “I 
would rather be dead than be 
poor.” See what covetousness has 
done to this woman. She was once 
a respected citizen, and relative 
and friend. But the love of money 
has led her into one of the most 
horrible crimes of the century. 

The love of money led Car! Aus- 
tin Hall to seek the $600,000. The 
love of money leads to every kind 
of crime in the world. Not a 
prostitiute who sells her body but 
does it for money. Not a seller of 
dope and marijuana, damning 
young lives, but does it for the 
love of money. Every bartender, 


the money were | 


in the business of making paupers 
and drunkards and harlots and 
damning souls, does it for the love 
of money. Oh, how we ought to 
hate and fear that sin! 

Consider the tremendous temp- 
tations which come with wealth. 
“They that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into 
many foolish and hurtful lusts. 
which drown men in destruction 
and perdition” (I Tim. 6:9). 

Had it not been for the money 
Mrs. Bonnie Brown Heady received 
from her husband and the farm 
She had, she probably would not 
have put in a $5,000 recreation 
room, would probably not have 
become a drunkard, then the para- 
mour of a criminal. 

How blessed it would have been 
for Carl Austin Hall if he had 
never had money to gamble, never 
had money to drink, never had 
enough money to tempt him to fel- 


lowship with gangsters and crimi- 
nals! How blessed if he had never 


had money to buy his first shot of | 


dope! Oh, the temptations 
come with wealth! _ 

One of the most solemn warn- 
ings on the danger of wealth came 
from the lips of Jesus Himself: 

“And Jesus looked round a- 
bout, and saith unto his dis- 
ciples, How hardly shall they 
that have riches enter into the 
kingdom of God! And the dis- 
ciples were astonished at his 
words. But Jesus answereth 
again, and saith unto them, 

Children, how hard is it for 

them that trust in riches to 

enter into the kingdom of God; 

It is easier for a camel to go 

through the eye of a needle, 

than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God.” 
Mark 10:23-25. 

Most rich people go to Hell. It 
is hard for a rich person to be 
saved. It is especially hard because 
they trust in riches. It is especial- 
ly hard for rich people to be saved 
because their wealth brings them 
more temptation, more association 
with ungodly people. 

Unfortunately to be rich often 
means that one never has the 
honest appeal to turn from his sin 
and trust Christ. Most preachers 
do not risk offending their rich 
church members. No wonder Jesus 
said, “Blessed be ye poor.” 

It would be a miracle for a 
camel to go through the eye of 
a needle. And it is that difficult 
for a rich man to be saved. But, 
thank God, a rich man who real- 
izes that he is a poor, naked, con- 
demned sinner, and repents and 
turns to Jesus Christ, may find 
peace and forgiveness just like 
anybody else. But, oh, how many 
are in Hell because they prospered 
on earth, and so were tempted and 
led on into sin and away from the 
Saviour. Anything in this world 
that keeps people from turning 
to Jesus Christ will damn their 
souls. And riches often do enamor 
people, enslave people, and blind 
their eyes to their own guilt, their 
own sin and need. So riches are 
a great temptation. 

With this in mind, Jesus solemn- 
ly warned us, “Take no thought 
for your life, what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink; nor yet 
for your body, what ye shall put 
on. Is not the life more than meat, 
and the body than raiment?” 
(Matt. 6:25). 

And so in Hebrews 13:5, 6, 
the command and promise: 

“Let your conversation be 
without covetousness; and be 
content with such things as ye 
have: for he hath said, I will 
never leave thee, nor forsake 
thee. So that we may boldly 
say, The Lord is my helper, and 

I will not fear what man shall 

do unto me.” 

‘Oh, may God help us to hate 
and fear the sin of covetousness 
and learn the sweet secret of con- 
tentment! ‘‘Godliness with content- 
ment is great gain.”” So Paul told 
Timothy, “And having food and 
raiment, let us therewith be con- 
tent.” 

The tragedy of little Bobby 
Greenlease, the tragedy of Carl 
Austin Hall, the tragedy of Mrs. 
Bonnie Brown Heady, all cry out 
to us at the danger, the futility, 
and the temptation of riches. 


Ill. The Enslaving Power 
of Sin 


Probably the most despised man 
in America today is Carl Austin 


that 


is 


‘not taught to work. 


Hall. He is one of the most cold- 
blooded murderers. He is a slave 
to narcotics. He is a drunkard. He 
is a gambler. He is a companion 
of underworld characters. He is a 
convict. All these things show how 
Sin enslaves and grows in the life 
of the sinner. 


Carl Austin Hall attended the 
Presbyterian church. His home 
was a good, moral, upright home. 
His father and mother’ were 
church people and, we trust, gen- 
uine Christians. They were widely 
respected. They were people of 
culture, with a nice home, import- 
ant friends. The boy had every 
opportunity. 

But an endless chain of sin be- 
gan to bind him. First, however 
good his background, he failed to 
turn to Jesus Christ and be con- 
verted. Anybody in the world who 
does not accept Christ as his per- 
sonal Saviour and have a change 
of heart, a transformation wrought 
by miraculous salvation through 
Christ, regeneration, is a servant 
of sin and will head downward. 
Oh, if only that father and mother 
had won their son to Jesus Christ! 

3ut then the unsaved lad was 
Hence, his 
selfishness grew. He was given too 
much money to spend. Then, when 
his father died, he had money 
without character. It led him on 
and on—drink, gambling, a wild 
life, association with criminals, 
making a big show with his wild 
spending. Little by little Carl 
Austin Hall had his whole charac- 
ter changed, colored, enslaved, by 
sin. Down, down, down he went 
until he became a criminal, a 


'dope addict, a common bum, then 
-an extortioner and murderer of a 


little boy. 


That is the way sin always tends 
to work. The occasional drinker 
becomes a drunkard. The drunkard 
becomes a dope addict. Gambling 
leads to stealing. Association with 
bad company leads to crime. The 
dance, the commercial picture 
show, promiscuous necking and 
petting lead to adultery. Rejec- 
tion of Jesus Christ as Saviour 
leads to an outrageous life of sin. 


Not all unconverted people be- 
come criminals, of course. Some- 
times there is enough discipline in 
the life to keep down outward 
appearances of sin. But inwardly, 
always, the deadly work goes on. 
Sin hardens the heart. Sin en- 
slaves the will. The man who could 
have quit his liquor yesterday can- 
not do so tomorrow. The person 
who could have turned unto Christ 
and repented, tomorrow will be 
so dead in his sins that he will 
mock at the Bible and Christ. 


The tendency of sin to grow and 
master the sinner is indicated in 
Psalm 1:1. The sinner first walks 
in the counsel of the ungodly, then 
stands in the way of sinners, then 
finally sits in the seat of the scorn- 
ful. His association is first with 
unconverted people, then with 
gross sinners, and finally with the 
scorning infidel. His touch with 
them is’‘at first casual, then de- 
liberate, then final and permanent. 


This course of sin in enslaving 
the sinner is illustrated in Sam- 
son. Delilah first cost him his 
Christian integrity, then his hair, 
then his power from God, then his 
eyesight, then his life! 

This progress of sin in the case 
of Achan is described thus, “I saw 
... then I coveted them, and took 
them and behold they are hid.” 
First, people look on sin and keep 
company with it; then they want 
it; then they take it; then they 
excuse it and cover it. So, sin en- 
Slaves and damns. 


IV. God Commands the Death 
Penalty for Kidnapping 
and Murder 


Now Carl Austin Hall and Mrs. 
Bonnie Brown Heady languish in 
a Kansas City jail awaiting trial. 
It is expected that they will go 
to the gas chamber to pay with 
their lives for the brutal and 
senseless murder of little Bobby 
Greenlease. On the one hand 
there is a vast cry for judgment 
of these wicked sinners. On the 
other hand foolish people talk 
about giving them another chance, 
forgiving them. But what ought 
the Christian attitude be toward 
Carl Austin Hall and Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady? What should the 
prosecuting attorney ask the jury 
to do? What should the jury de- 
cide? If they are condemned to 
the gas chambers, should the 
President pardon them, or should 


they go to their death? 


The Scripture is very plain on 
this point. These murderers and 
kidnappers ought to be sent to 
death and that as speedily as 
possible. 

The death penalty was first re- 
quired in Genesis 9:5, 6. There God 
told Noah: 

“And. surely your blood of 

your lives will I require; at the 
hand of every beast will I re- 
quire it, and at the hand of 
man; At the hand of every 
man’s brother will I require the 
life of man. Whoso sheddeth 
man’s blood, by man shall his 
blood be shed: for in the image 
of God made he man.” 
Let us hear this solemn word: 
“Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
man shall his blood be shed.” Here 
is the divine command. Murderers 
must be put to death by society. 
Remember that command was 
given long before the Mosaic law. 
However, when the Mosiac law 
was given to Israel at Mount 
Sinai, God put in the solemn com- 
mand about murder and kidnap- 
ping. In Exodus 21:12-14 God com- 
mands: 

“He that smiteth a man, so 
that he die, shall be surely put 
to death. And if a man lie not 
in wait, but God deliver him

into his hand; then I will appoint 
thee a place whither he 
flee. But if a man come pre- 
sumptuously upon his neighbor, 
to slay him with guile; thou 
shalt take him from mine altar, 
that he may die.” 

Here it is clear that intentional 
and deliberate murder requires the 
death penalty. Even if Carl Austin 
Hall were kneeling at 
of God, the Scripture says that he 
is to be dragged away and put 
to death for deliberate and inten- 
tional murder. 

And in this passage God requires 
the death penalty for kidnapping. 
Exodus 21:16 says: 

“And he that stealeth a man, 
and selleth him, or if he be 
found in his hand, he shall sure- 
ly be put to death.” 

This is a scriptural basis for the 
Lindberg Law. The Lindberg Law 
requires that if a kidnapped per- 
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son is not released unharmed, the 
death penalty may be given the 
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(Continued from page 11) 
kidnapper. But God’s Word says 
that even if a man be found in the 
hands of the kidnapper, still he 
should be put to death. So, on two 
different counts, Carl Austin Hall 
and Mrs. Bonnie Brown Heady 
deserve the death penalty. They 
should be put to death for kidnap- 
ping. That failing, they should be 
put to death for murder. So God's 
law requires. 

,ut some one may say, “That is 
in the Old Testament. That is Law, 
not grace.” But I assure you that 
this is moral law, representing the 
attitude of God toward such sin, 
the same in the New Testament 
as in the old. 

Once Jesus was preaching and 
people came to tell Him of how 
Pilate had executed some traitor- 
ous Galileans. 

“There were present at that 
season some that told him of the 
Galilaeans,. whose blood Pilate 
had Myers carr with their sacri- 
fices. And Jesus answering said 
unto them, Suppose ye that 
these Galilaeans were simners 
above all the Galilaeans, because 
they suffered such things? I tell 
you, Nay: but, except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish.” 

Luke 13:1-3. 


Here Jesus endorsed Pilate’s 
action in killing the traitorous 
Galileans who came into the tem- 
ple to offer their déceitful sacri- 
fices which they plotted to murder 
officers and overthrow the govern- 
ment. Pilate had them put to 
death and their blood ran down the 
same gutters with the blood of the 
lambs killed in sacrificing. Jesus 
warned the assembled multitudes, 
“T tell you, Nay: but, except ye 
repent, ve shall all likewise per- 
is h " Here Jesus endorsed the 
death penalty given by Pilate and 
said that others would likewise 
die unless they should repent. 

Then He went on to say that 
when the tower in Siloam fell and 
killed eighteen people, it was the 
hand of God, a warning to all to 
repent. 

Then in Romans 13:4 we 
plainly told that the 
bearing the sword of 
“is the minister of God, a revenger 
to execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil.”” So when Carl Austin 
Hall and Mrs. Bonnie’ Brown 
Heady are locked in the gas 
chamber, the little poison pellets 
are released that will fill the room 
with the choking gas that will 
kill them in seconds, those govern- 
ment officials will be simply obey- 
ing the plain command of God, 
and those sinners will be coming 
to a judgment which is plainly 
ordered for them of God. 

Oh, may the reader let this 
solemn warning sink deep down 
wm your soul! God hates sin! God 
will not let sin get by! And the 
God who demands the death 
penalty for kidnapping and murder

V. Let Us Be Warned, “Be 
Sure Your Sin Will 
lind You Out” 


There is one strain of 
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thought that reappears again and 
again throughout the Bible. In the 
Garden of Eden God said to Adam 
and Eve about the forbidden fruit, 
“And the day that thou eatest 
thereof thou shalt surely die.” 
They proceeded presumptuously 
in sin and they died that day 
spiritually and death entered in- 
to their bodies and the whole 
human race has been __ turned, 
through them, into death and sin. 


To others, Moses solemnly de- 
clared by divine inspiration, “Be 
sure your sin will find you out” 
(Num. 32:23). That applied not 
only to the two and one-half tribes 
who were so solemnly warned, but 
applies to every sinner. No one 
ever did get by with sin. 

In Ezekiel 18:20 is a solemn 
warning, ‘““The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die.” 

In the New Testament this 
theme appears again and again, 
as it does po the Old Testament. In 
Romans 6:23 we are told, “For the 
wages of sin is death.” In Gala- 
tians 6:7, 8 is a solemn statement: 
“Be not deceived: God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption; 
but he that soweth to the Spirit 
shall of the Spirit reap life ever- 
lasting” 

In James 1:15 the Scripture 
warns us, “Then when lust hath 
conceived, it bringeth forth sw: 
and sin, when it is finished, bring- 
eth forth death.”’’ 

Sinner, you cannot get by with 
your. sin. Sin is a blighting, damn- 
ing, cursing, hellish thing that 
cannot be hidden, cannot be ig- 
nored. It leads to public shame 
and disgrace. 
ment. It 
science. It leads to the righteous 
anger of God. As certain as there 
is a God in Heaven, your sins will 
find you out! 

Like many another criminal, 
Carl Austin Hall set out to commit 
the “master crime,” the crime 
with no clues. For months ahead 
he planned. “How long does it take 
lime to destroy a body?” he asked 
a cell mate when he was in prison. 
Even then he planned the kidnap- 


ping and murder of little Bobby 
Greenlease, planned to bury the 
child's body under a flower: bed 


where he thought, it would never 
be found. 

The police departments, the 
detectives all had failed to find 
Bobby Greenlease or his abductors. 
But God had His own detectives. 
God heard the cry of that little 
mother, brokenhearted over her 
murdered baby boy! A good and 
just God could not let these two 
criminals get by with their sin. 
When Carl Austin Hall was drink- 
ing, using one prostitute one night, 
another one another night, throw- 
ing away money like water, a 
taxi driver tipped off the police. 
He was arrested. Then the whole 
sordid story came out. The $296,000 
in cash was found in a suitcase. 
Then Hall told about Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady, his accomplice. He 
led them to her home and there in 
the back yard, under a newly- 
planted flower bed, they uncovered 
the shallow grave and found the 
little abused and decaying body. 
The whole story came out. First 
they accused another criminal, but 
at last the inevitable truth was 
told. The confession was signed. 
These two themselves were the 
extortioners, the kidnappers, the 
murderers. They await trial now, 
and please God, the gas chamber. 

My own heart is profoundly 
moved as I write. -How sudden, 
how shocking, came the end of 


i their dreams! But that is the way

VI. Now a Final Word—

for Sinners! 


Yes, they are disturbing, shock- 
ing lessons that are forced upon 
our minds by the unspeakable 
tragedy and crime we are discuss- 
ing. It is true that these two 
criminals ought to go to their 
death in the gas chamber and we 
suppose they will. It is true that 
sin always tends to bring enslave- 
ment and further sin, and then 
exposure, judgment and ruin. It 
is true that Hell awaits Christ- 
rejecting sinners. But, thank God, 
I have a good word for you now. 
Jesus Christ died to save sinners 
and He is ready to save you. 

I do not have much hope that 
Carl Austin Hall and Mrs, Bonnie 
Brown Heady will repent and be 
saved. It is probable that they

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have gone so long in sin that they 
heed the pleading of 
friends. I doubt if they will listen 
to a chaplain in prison.

be Saviour and let Him be Re- 
deemer and let Him take over 
their lives, then Jesus Christ will 
save them there in prison, will 
give them new hearts, will make 
them into children of God, will 
prepare them for Heaven. I am 
saying that God has mercy for the 
vilest sinners. 

Isn't that what God promises in 
Isaiah 1:18: “Come now, and let 
us reason together, saith the Lord: 
though your sins be as scarlet, 
they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool’? 

If one reads this today whose 
sins are as scarlet, whose heart 
is black with sin, I beg you to re- 
pent now before the horrible axe 
of God’s judgment falls upon you! 
Someone reads this who is an 
adulterer, but your adultery is not 
known. It may be that you are a 
thief, but your thieving has not 
brought you to public disgrace. Or 
it may be that you are as covetous 
as these vile sinners, and yet you 
have not regarded such covetous- 
ness as a sin. Or it may be that 
you are respectable and honorable; 
it may be that you pay honest 
debts, and that you. are tender- 
hearted and kind. But one fact still 
remains: all of us are sinners, 
and if you have not been con- 
verted, if you have not repented, 
and if you have not been born 
again, then you are a poor doomed 
sinner. 

After all, what everybody needs 
is to be born again, to have a new 
heart, a new nature brought by 
the miracle of the new birth. 


Will you today confess yourself 
a sinner? Will you admit your 
need for God? Will you today re- 
pent and turn to Jesus Christ for 
mercy and forgiveness and peace 
and salvation? In Jesus’ dear name 
I plead with you that you will 
turn and be saved. 


Do not draw your robes of self- 
righteousness about you and sup- 
pose that you are naturally better 
than Carl Austin Hall and Mrs. 
Bonnie Brown Heady. Does not 
the Scripture say, “. . . For there 
is no difference: For all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God’? (Rom. 3:22, 23). You are 
a sinner. In God’s sight you are a 
great sinner. If you have not been 
converted, if you have not been 
born again, you are doomed. You, 
too, must turn to Christ and be 


saved or go where all Christ-re- 
jecters, all sinners, all unrepent- 
ant sinners go. You, too, must 
go with these criminals into the 
presence of an angry God to be 
judged for your sins and sent to 
Hell, if you do not repent. I beg 
you to turn to Christ and be saved 
today.
